Benjamin  Dorsey,  son  of  William  and  Sarah  Dorsey, 
was  born  in  Elloughton,  Yorkshire,  England,  in  June,  178G. 
Benjamin  Dorsey  was  a  wagon  maker  by  trade  when  he 
lived  in  England,  also  a  Methodist  local  preacher  in  Amer¬ 
ica;  also  first  Methodist  preacher  in  Scipio  Township, 
Allen  County,  Indiana,  preaching  in  the  old  log  church 
near  where  the  present  Methodist  church  stands. 

Benjamin  Dorsey  came  to  America  in  1830,  and  his 
wife  and  seven  children  followed  him  in  June,  1831.  They 
first  settled  in  Milan,  Erie  County,  Ohio.  They  moved 
to  Scipio,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  in  1842. 

George  and  Robert,  two  of  Benjamin  Dorsey’s  sons, 
came  to  Scipio,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  March  16,  183S, 
when  this  part  of  Indiana  was  yet  a  forest  inhabited  by 
Indians,  bears  and  wolves. 

Benjamin  Dorsey  was  married  to  Jane  Jefferson,  who 
was  born  in  Yorkshire,  England,  in  1791;  died  in  Milan, 
Erie  County,  Ohio,  Dec.  23,  1844,  aged  53  years. 

Benjamin  Dorsey  was  born  in  June,  1786;  died  in 
Scipio,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  Sept.  7,  18G5,  aged  74  years 
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and  3  months.  Rev.  William  James  officiated  at  the 
funeral.  Burial  in  Scipio  cemetery.
